vita Lancaster. 
Britbkbh : According to prom 

ise I send you a brief outline of 
my journey from Hageistown, 
Md., to Ashland, Ohio, via Lan- 
caster, Pa. 

My visit to Lancaster came 
about in this way. When trav- 
eling in Maryland, I met J. G. 
Kline and wite. We became 
friends. Circumstances separated 
as. They moved to Lancaster 
City, I moved to Hageretown. A 
few weeke ago brother Kline 
asked me to preach for tbe con- 
gregation at Lancaster, as tney 
wanted preaching and the bish- 
op bad 00 objection to us using 
the meeting house. I made ar 
rangements and started, reach 
iug the city in dne time. 

I found the Lancaster German 
Baptist dm n;fi dead ; consisting 
ot only thirty members, one 
member for every thousand per- 
sons in tbe city. Rather a bad 
showing (or a church claiming 
to have the truth alone. They 
have preaching once in six weeks 
in tbe German language. It is 
no wonder they are dead. It is 
a great wonder they have not 
been bnned, I went to work 
preaching Christ, saying nothing 
about divi oioos. I preached 
Sunday, Monday and Tuesday 
night*. On Wednesday after- 
noon I received word that the 
church hud orders to lock the 
door and not allow me to preach 
again. When night came I went 
to the church, found a better 
congregation than usual. I told 
them the position I occupied,and 
then presented tor their consid 
eration the issue between God's 
word and man's word, or the 
Gospel of Christ vs. annual meet 
ing minutes, and proved trom 
tbe minutes the sandy founda 
tiou of German Daptistism, and 
the solid foundation of the 
Brethren. 

One German Baptist had the 
coolness to ask me to leave tbe 
city next morn iug and go home, 
so as to save trouble. Being 
guilty of no crime, I did not in- 
tend to sneak out of the city be- 
cause some few locked the door 
on Christ. I remained in the 
city, rented a ball, bad circulars 
printed, and newspapers to an 
nonnce the change ot base. When 
the hour arrived we had a re 
spectable audience of respectable 
people. I preached the word, 
then made known tbe object of 
the Brethren. At tbe close of 
the services, Hev. G. W. Bail 
hamer, pastor of a church near 
— tha Church of God — was in'tro 


duced to me, and ottered us tbe 
use of his church. Mr. Roberts, 
owner of the hall, made lire, fur- 
nished light, acted as usher, and 
charged us — not one cent. God 
reward the kind friends he rais- 
ed up for us. Indeed, the truth 
is never friendless. 

I met here a young gentleman 
named Miller, who said he read 
tbe EvAWaftxisT. Wilt brother 
Miller send me his address. 
Brethren Kline, Telham, Bink 
ley, Bushing, with their wives, 
sietor Snick's family, with others 
rendered services. I hope all 
these with others may be true to 
their convictions, and keep the 
Bible as their guide. Your ac- 
tions, brethren, in the judgment, 
will not be measured by minutes 
of annual meeting, but by the 
word of God, then, 

"Be not like dumb driven cattle 
lie a hero In the strife." 

Lancaster City is tbe birth- 
place of the United Brethren 
church. A writer said, ia a his- 
tory of religious denominations, 
that this church differed from 
the M. K. church in making the 
preachers equal to the laymen. 
This is hard on our M. E. breth 
ren. The city now boasts a ore 
matory. A body was burnt 
while I was in the city. The 
beet use that crematory could be 
put to would be to burn up Ger 
man Baptist prejudices, but then 
the crematory would have to be 
enlarged for tbie purpose. After 
taking a lunch at brother Klines', 
wt said good-bye to our old 
friends and at near midnight left 
for 

ASHLAND, OHIO, 

which we reached after a jour 
ney of twenty four hours, pass- 
ing through Harrisburg, Altoo- 
ua, Pittsburg, Mansfield, and 
other points of interest. After 
a night's rest, we were ready to 
view Ashland College, get ac 
quaintcd, utui go to work. 

Our meeting commenced Sat 
urday night, Dec. 13th, and clos 
ed Dee. 21st, Notwithstanding 
the approaching holiday, and 
the closing of the Bchool term, 
vve bad good congregations, and 
no preacher ever had better at 
tontiou than I had at Ashland. 
Good attention warms the opul 
pit, bad attention freezes it. On 
Monday evening a few of ns 
went to the home of brother 
Hixson, President of Ashland 
College, where we held baptism- 
al services. Sister Hixson hav- 
ing formed the resolution of 
passing from death unto life. 
The min had gone down, and tbe 
young monn was sailing the hea 
vens when we reached the water. 
The frozen lake, the snowy land 
scape, the white stones of tbe 
graveyard near, made a scene 
not soon to be forgotten, when 
the watery path our siBter trod : 

"And gave, with woman's deal hies*, 
trust, ber being to tier God." 

Sister Hixson teschee mathe- 
matics in tbe college. Standing 
as she now does by her hus- 
band's side, she is in a position 
to help the cause we have at 
heart. May she with ber hus- 
band, and Methyl — the baby girl 
— be kept as they paae through 


love indeed. It was held in the 
the dining room of the boarding 
hall. The surroundings called 
to mind tbe account we have of 
the upper room at Jerusalem. 
True we were not entirely pri- 
vate, but those present were in- 
terested spectators and not 
worldly scoffers., This -thing of 
holding tovefeaart and having the 
ungodly to comeiii, is equivalent 
to standing Christ in Pilate's 
hall, and letting the world spit 
in bis face. It our friends are 
interested, let them come, we 
gladly receive them, but let 
worldly minds tbe world pursue 
on Buch occasions. 

Before proceeding with our 
feast, we attended to the laying 
on of hand*. The time for the 
laying on of hands is before the 
congregation tad not in the wa- 
ter; there is no scripture for it 
in tbe water, and all the circum- 
stances are more favorable tor it 
afterwards. Let os do all things 
decently and in order. 

On Monday, i2ud, we had I he 
pleasure of visiting brother Issue 
Kilhefner, and took part in stir 
prieiug him. Tbe surprise wae 
complete. Brother Isaac was in 
Ashland, eud bis wife at tbe 
washtub, when the storming par- 
ty arrived, nearly seventy strong. 
The mir. whoenid a woman can- 
not keep a secret never lived 
among the Buckeye women. 
This surprise demonstrated the 
fact, 

"If she will, «u» will, you may depend 
on't." 

Bro. K. may you and your wife 
have many returns of the day. 

Bishop Holsiuger and myself 
traveled together, on this occa 
sion, in a two-wheeled concern," 
I rode in one before with broth 
er Fahrney, of Hagarstown, but 
brother Fabrney's vehicle had a 
top, it was in the summer time, 
and not facing a young blizzard, 
and we did not have to punch 
our horse with an umbrella to 
make him trot. 'Tin said : All 
is well that ends well." 

The night before leaving Awh 
laud I was called in ibe parlor 
and presented with a nice over- 
coat, the gilt of the students of 
Ashland College. This was un- 
expected, but appreciated. 
Vouog gentlemen, while you 


your title clear to mansions in 
the skies, you will never more 
suffer loss ; — of P. J. Brown, 
wnose duplicate has never been 
found, and a host of others. I 
failed to see the children's Aunt 
Lottie, she being on a visit to ber 
sister. My visit to Ashland will 
ever be a green spot in my mem- 
ory. Sister Holsinger and the 
ladies at the boarding hall will 
accept special thanks for kind 
services rendered, 

I expected to spend Christmas 
at home, but brother Riltger, 
trom Bremen, came to Aehland 
and plead for a few days work, 
which I refused with all other 
calls, but on the presentation of 
certain facts I consented to sac- 
rifice home for the cause. Be 
sides I thought it a preacher 
traveled two hundred miles 
through tbe cold and snow to se- 
cure a worker, he ought uot to 
be turned away. 

Wednesday 24th, 1 left Ash 
land feeling I was leaving behind 
me near and dear friends. Owing 
to snow storms, and changes in 
time table at Newark, I did uot 
reach Junction City until night 
thinking too much of my bones 
tojumpacoal train. 1 hunted 
a hotel and stayed until Christ- 
mas morning. 

Tbe greater part of the jour 
ney was in company with Char 
ley Dettenbaugh and friend, who 
were off trom school to spend 
Christmas at home. Charley in- 
troduced me to his father as the 
train moved. We will have to 
finish that introduction some 
other time. Sister Almeda 1 1 el - 
ser, from Perry county, boarded 
the train at Junction City, bound 
like myself for Eli Hofford's, 
which was reached after travel 
ing over some rough and smooth 
road. I have always found a 
frozen ditch, covered with snow, 
a deceptive path for humau feet 
to tread, 

Eight days were spent with the 
good pet j pie of Kusb Creek con- 
gregation. On the last day ot 
the old year, we went to a cer- 
tain water, went down into a cer- 
tain water, and while in tbe 
water I baptized brother Uilt- 
ger's wile, daughter, aud two 
of his sons. Next day brother 
Kitzler's daughter Eva, render-

He will 
not flatter. He will uot exag- 
gerate your virtues.

■i. In addition, your enemy 
keeps you wi le aw eke. He does 
not let you sleep at your post. 
Your hater watches that you 
may not sleep.

Even 
when he does uothing he will 
have put you in such a state of 
mind that you cannot tell what 
he will do next, uud this mental 
ifiti five must be worlli some- 
thing.

especially than to refute. But 
yourtrieud will take up cudgels 
for you on the innant.

But let us 
pray to be deliver'.!' irom secret 
foes.
